Harlem Rightly Resents 


iy QUIRY among the people of Harlem has 

disclosed how devoted they are to our 
country in the war. But it has also brought 
out how much they resent—and rightly so 
—the whole arrangement of a “Negro 
quota” in the June selective service induc- 
tions. 

In yesterday’s Daily Worker there ap- 
peared interviews with a number of Negro 
citizens on a Harlem street-corner. All of 
those to whom our reporter talked were 
sincerely concerned with promoting victory 
for the United States and the United Na- 
tions. They expressed appreciation of what 
such a gain over Hitlerite fascism would 
bring to all America. With equal fervor of 
feeling, however, they were of the strong 
opinion that the 20 per cent allocation for 
New York Negroes “does not make sense.” 

In that judgment they are more than 
correct. The setting up of a “Negro quota” 
in the New York inductions is an undemo- 
cratic extension of the discrimination which 
abounds in tod many other fields. The en- 
tire spirit of this anti-Axis war presses for 
an end of all segregation; it opposes all 
attempts to make of any group of citizens, 
and particularly the Negro people, political 
pariahs or men and women with second-class 
rights.
